MEIGHEN TO RETIRE 
FROM LEADERSHIP OF 
CONSERVATIVE PARTY 


Ottawa, Sept. 25.—Rt. Hon. Arthur 


Meighen announced today that he 
did not intend to contest a seat. in 
parliament and that when the Con- 
servative conference meets on Octo- 
ber 11, he will retire from the leader- 
ship of the Conservative party. 

Rt. Hon. W. lL. Mackenzie King 
was summoned to Government House 
at 10:20 this morning, following the 
resignation of Premier Meighen. 

Shortly before noon members of 
the incoming administration left for 
‘Laurier House. Thence they proceed- 
ed to Rideau Hall to be sworn in. 

Resignation of the Mecighen admin- 
istration was presented to the govern: 
or general this morning shortly after 
10 o'clock, by Premier Arthur Meigh- 
en, and was accepted by his excel- 
lency. 

Mr. Meighen was accompanied to 
government house by three of his min- 
isters in his late administration, Hon. 
R. B, Bennett, Hon. G. B. Jones and 
Hon, W. A. Black. 

After returning from Ridean Hall, 
where Mr. Meighen tendered hig re- 
signation, the retiring prime minister 
said that the members of his govern- 
ment had fully considered all the cir- 
cumstances now prevailing in Canada 
and had deemed it their duty to put 
their respective departments in order 
and make way for the incoming ad- 
ministration with the least possible 
delay. 

“The pending imperial conference,” 
said Mr. Meighen, “opens on October 
19. It is of unusual importance and 
the Conservative party will facilitate 
in every way the attendance of repre- 
sentatives from Canada, 

“If the session of parliament is call- 
ed to meet this fall the members of 
the late government have agreed to 
assist in prompt passing of last ses- 
sion’s estimates and the dispatch of 
any other business unfinished at dis- 
solution, 

“There will be plenty of time: be- 
fore Christmas,” he added, “both for 
the conference and for such portion 
of the session as may be considered 
necessary.” 

\After. giving out. the above state: 
ment, Mr. Meighen stated’ that he did 
not propose.contesting a seat for the 
house of commons and that wnen the 
conference met on October 11, he 
would retire from the leadership of 
the Conservative party. 


THREE HUNDRED D MILES 
HIGHWAY GRAVELLED 


Alberta today boasts of approxi-| 
mately three hundred miles of gravel- 
led roads. Not all of this distance is 
double gravelled according to specifi- 
cations, but the area covered with 
first and second courses is in excess| 
of 207 miles, state oficfals of the pro- 
vineial highway branch. 

This year contracts were awarded 
for the building of 226 miles of im- 
proved highways, with approximately 
152 miles of this total scheduled for 
gravelling. Due to an exceptionally 
favorable spring and summer these 
contracts at the beginning of Septem-| 
her were more than 90 per cent com- 
pleted. 

Practically all the highway between; 
Edmonton and Calgary has been re- 
graded on standard lines, the only 
portion remaining unfinished being a 
short distance between Kavanagh sid- 
ing and Millet. Government plans do} 
not call for the gravelling of the 
Ledue to Millet section until next 
spring, though gravel is in stock piles 
along the railway and public pres: | 
sure will probably be brought to bear 
to have this work done this fall if at 
all possible, 

ivavel placement is now being car- 
ried forward north and south of We- 
taskiwin. Near Hobbema, where the 
gravel north of Poroka terminates, 
scores of cars were mired during the 
abnormally wet weather this month, 
From Ponoka to Red Deer, where the 
new grade has been bad at various | 
times during the season, gravelling 
will not be undertaken until 1927, gov- 
ernment officials state. Here too, the 
gravel is already in stock piles for 
the work and could readily be dis- 
tributed this fall, thus inking Edmon- 
ton with Red Deer by an all-weather 
roadbed for next spring's traffic. 

Gravel extends eight miles north of 
Innisfail and four miles south. From 
Olds to Carstairs is gravelled, and 
from Aidrie to Calgary. Before the 
end of next year’s construction sea- 
son the Edmonton to Calgary high- 
way will be gravelled the entire dis- 
tance. During the deluge of rain this 
fall the gravelled portions of road |

| THRESHING GENERAL’ 
AGAIN THROUGHOUT 


WESTERN PRAIRIES 


(Special to The Times) 
Winnipeg, Sept. 27.—Heavy rain and 
snow throughout the west during the 


Past week caused another general de- | 


lay in threshing, according to the | 
weekly crop report of the agricultural 
department of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway,  Theshing was carried on 
during the first three days of the past 
week in parts of Manitoba and in 
south central Saskatchewan. Farm. 
ers were compelled by adverse wea- 
jther conditions to cease work on 
Wednesday afternoon of last week. 

The wheat crop generally, notwith- 
standing excessive rainfall, ‘is in fair 
condition, but in many districts, prin- 
cipally in Manitoba and Alberta, the 
grain has sprouted badly, It is im- 
possible to estimate with any degree 
of certainty what the damage from 
sprouting will amount to until the 
grain has dried out sufficeintly to be 
threshed. It may turn out better 
(than seems possible at the present 
time. It is expected that much of the 
Brain will grade tough, due to the 
rains, and this will mean consider: 
ably reduced financial returns to the 
farmers, Light frosts were reported 
from many sections of the prairies, 
but without damage to the grain crop, 
except where intended for green feed, 

In Manitoba, it will require several 
days of the present drying weather to 
put the grain in condition for thresh- 
ing. Cool temperatures with nightly 
frosts have preventéd further sprout- 
ing. Damage from sprouting in Mani- 
toba is a matter for conjecture, and 
everything depends on future weather 
conditions. There will be much loss 
in grade on account of bleaching and 
sprouting, Cutting is completed and 
the grain is from 15 per cent to 25 
per cent threshed. 

Snow and rain tied up all work in 
Saskatchewan but with present favor- 
able conditions threshing will be re- 
sumed by Wednesday or Thursday. 
The grain in this province has not 
suffered as seriously from bleaching 
and sprouting as in Manitoba and 
Alberta. The wheat has all been cut, 
as is the case with all except a small 
‘centage of the late coarse grains, 
In the southern and‘ central sections | 
of the province threshing varies 
from 50 to 75 per cent completed, In 
the northern sections, only five to ten 
per cent of the threshing has been 
done. Feed is ample to take care of 
the winter requirements. Fall plow- 
ing has proceeded in many districts, 

Threshing will commence today in 
certain parts of Alberta, but cannot 
be general throughout the province 
much before the end of the present 
week, Rain and snow has done con- 
siderable damage, but sprouting has 
| been stopped by heavy frosts, It is 
impossible to estimate the damage, 
but grain in stook will be reduced by 
several grades. A considerable bulk 
of oats and barley remain to be cul, 
and on the Red Deer subdivision 40 
per cent of the wheat is still stand- 
ing. Livestock is reported in very 
good condition with an ample supply 
of feed. There is some question as 
to the quality of the feed this year as 
the straw is considerably damaged by 
continuous wet weather.

Ottawa, Sept. 27—Developments of 
most arresting interest featured the 
week end at Ottawa. The Conserva- 
tive government stepped out, the new 
Liberal ministry, after an absence of 
88 days, returned; the Rt. Hon, Ar- 
thur Meighen announced that he will 
resign the leadership of the Conser- 
vative party, and not seck a seat in 
the house, while Rt. Hon. Mackeuzie 
King cleared up a number of points of 
obscurity in a series of announcements 
he made after taking office. 

1.—Mr, King, accompanied by Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe and* probably Hon. 
Vincent Massey, will attend the im- 
perial conference in London in Octo- 


ber. It is expected that the prime 
minister will leave about October 8. 
2.—Hon. Vincent Massey is slated 


for appointment as Canada’s first min- 
ister plenipotentiary to Washington. 
He will not take over the post until 
after the imperial conference. 

3.—Parliament will meet probably 
during the first week in December. 
The speakers of both senate and com- 
mong will remain the same. 

4.—A new portfolio is to be created 
and assigned to a minister from Prince 
KMdward Island, 

5.— The commission investigating 


PARLIAMENT TO MEET 
EARLY IN DECEMBER 


Ottawa, Sept, 27.—Parliament will 
probably meet the first week in De- 
cember, When it does meet, legisla- 
tion will be introduced to provide for 
another portfolio in the government, 
making possible a minister from 
Prince Edward Island, 

This was announced Saturday night 
by Premier Mackenzie King. The pre- 
mier said that he had been informed 
by Colonel Biggar, chief electoral of- 

icer, that’ wits ‘cduld not be’ issued 
for ministerial bye-elections until after 
the returns were in from the general 
election. These would hardly be in 
before October 10, and therefore it 
was unlikely that the ministers would 
be able to take their seats in the 
house of commons before the end of 
November or early in December. 

Mr. King said that the session would 
be a regular one, He hoped that the 
house would be able to pass what sup- 
ply was necessary for the present fis- 
cal year before Christmas recess, 
Then a long adjournment, probably 
to the end of January would take 
place. The business of the country 
could not run on governor general's 
warrants for a day longer than ab- 
solutely necessary, Mr. King said, 

Mr, King would not indicate the na- 
ture of the new department which 
Will be provided by legislation, — but 
he said that branches of other de- 
partments which he thought required 
special handling would be transferred 
to it.

There {s only one member without 
portfolio—Senator Dandurand, govern- 
ment leader in the senate, who is des- 
ignated minister of state, a term em- 
ployed in European diplomacy, where 
they don’t understand what a minis- 
ter without portfolio is. The duties, 
however, will be no more and no less 
than is implied by latter specifica- 
tions, 

The prime minister will attend 
the imperial conference and declares 
that he never had any other thovght 
in his mind.

touched upon Mr. Melghen's statement 
of the Conservative party's willing:

There should be no further delay in 
the lifting and storing of the potato 
crop for, though it is advisable to al- 
low the crop to remain in the ground 
as long as possible to mature, after 
the tops are frozen, delay is risky. 
By far the best method of lifting the 
crop is by hand digging, but this is 
only practical on small areas, A man 
can dig about half an acre in a day. 
For larger areas a potato plow is the 
most economical, and when grown 
very extensively an elevator digger 
should be used, This requires four 
horses and will lift about three acres 
a day, 

The sorting and grading can be

| Here and There | 


Vancouver.—According to statis. 
tics prepared by the Vancouver 
Merchants’ Exchange, the foreign 
trade export of the port has in- 
creased 400 per cent. in the past 
five years, while the import trade 
has increased 51 per cent. 


In a recent report from the Cana- 
dian Pacific Agent at Shanghai re- 
ceived at Montreal it is stated that 
the summer in vicinity of Shanghai 
has been trying on account of 
drought. This may have a disast- 
rous effect on the crops. The long 
and intense heat wave was only re- 
cently broken by a typhoon which 
struck the Coast near Shanghai. 


A plan is projected by the Osaka 
Prefectural Government authorities 
in Japan for the promotion of a 
large exposition in commemoration | 
of the tenth anniversary of the res- | 
toration of world: peace, It is ex- 
pected that the exposition will be 
opened in Osaka in 1929. The plans | 
for the exposition, which will be 


carried out at tremendous cost, have 
been approved by the Prime Min- 
ister.

Hodleigh Salvation Army Schools 
in Essex, England, that the Army 
will shortly receive into those insti- 
tutions their first classes of married 
men destined for farm lands in the 
Dominion.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 
FROM NEAR AND FAR 


Two memorials have a commanding 
position on Mission Point at Norway 
House, Manitoba, the Rossville Mis- 
sion established by the Wesleyans in 
1840. One shaft commemorates the 
sacrifices of the Northern Crees 
in the Great War. The other, yet to 
be completed, celebrates Rev. James 
Evans, first of a long line of mission- 
aries and inventor of the syllabic 
characters by which the Indians of 
Northern Canada learn so’ quickly to 
read in their mother tongue, 

The garb of Indian children in nor- 
thern Manitoba, as described by our 
missionaries, hag other perculiarities 
besides the sewing on of garments for 
a whole seasons’ wear. Moccasions 
are still the winter footwear, but can- 
vas shoes are coming in for the sum- 
mer. In winter bright colors are in- 
sisted on for all articles except hats 
or caps, which must be black to be 
in style. Girls don brilliantly color- 
ed and costly silk handkerchiefs for 
summer headgear, after getting on 
with woolen caps in winter. 

Radio broadcasting stations through- 
out the world total 808, nearly two- 
thirds of which are in the United 
States, 

Canada, with 52 broadcasting sta- 
tions, stands second to the United 
States. The recent radio boom in 
Spain has placed that country in the 
third place with 22 stations, while the 
United Kingdom and France have 20 
and 19 stations respectively, Figures 
of the other leading countries, in or- 
der are: Mexico, 18 stations; Germany 
Brazil and Sweden, 15 each; Cuba and 
Australia, 13 each, and Argentina, 7. 

For many years it was calculated 
that the little town of Cherapunji, in 
India, had the heaviest rainfall in the 
world. This little town, 4100 feet 
above sea level, is situated in the 
foothills of the Himalayas. Rain lad- 
en clouds condense rapidly when they 
are forced upon the mountain sides, 
resulting in a rainfall of 426 inches a 
year, Research has recently found, 
however, that on the summit of Mount 
Waialeale, in the Hawaiian Islands, 
5,080 feet above the sea, there is an 
average rainfall of 600 inches a year. 


THREE SCORE AND TEN
